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Superintendent's  Report 

To  the  School  Board  of  Brookfield: 

I  herewith  submit  my  third  annual  report  as  super- 
intendent of  schools. 

The  unemployment  situation  in  the  country  is 
tragic.  Allegedly  there  are  10,000,000  unemployed,  4,000- 
000  being  young  persons  between  sixteen  and  twenty- 
four  years  of  age.  Disappointed  youth  has  the  greatest 
right  to  complain.  Free  government  is  on  trial  today  in 
the  opportunity  and  faith  in  the  future  that  it  offers  to 
youth.  Unemployed  youth  is  the  soil  on  which  dictator- 
ships grow  to  power. 

It  would  be  very  helpful  if  some  of  the  older  boys 
and  young  men,  after  attending  high  school,  could  take 
the  short  course  at  the  University  of  New  Hampshire, 
in  Agriculture  and  farm  Mechanics.  With  the  added  sci- 
entific knowledge  thus  gained,  it  might  be  possible  to 
take  up  paying  projects  on  the  broad  acres  of  Brookfield, 
thus  providing  homesteads  for  growing  families. 

Brookfield  does  well  to  send  its  boys  and  girls  on  to 
high  schools.  Education  is  the  keynote  to  successful  de- 
mocracy which  is  so  much  needed  in  this  war-torn 
world  of  today. 

Brookfield's  school  is  flourishing  as  usual.  There  are 
eleven  pupils  this  year.  Special  attention  has  been  given 
this  year  to  calisthenics  and  music  appreciation.  A  vic- 
trola  has  been  provided  and  a  few  records.  More  records 
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for  appreciation  should  be  added.  It  is  very  pleasing  to 
see  the  pupils  enjoy  and  appreciate  these  musical  activi- 
ties. School  and  community  activities  continue  and  seem 
delightful  and  cordial. 

Visual  education  is  still  popular.  The  superintendent 
always  receives  a  welcome  when  he  can  bring  a  motion 
picture  on  some  historical  subject,  physical  posture  or 
safety  on  the  highways.  Pupils  learn  more  quickly 
through  the  eye  with  motion  activities.  Posture  adds 
much  to  health  and  happiness  and  gives  one  a  much 
more  pleasing  and  commanding  personality.  With  a 
million  and  a  quarter  killed  and  injured  every  year  by 
automobile  accidents,  it  is  time  to  stress  safety  on  the 
highways. 

The  same  fine  project  has  been  carried  out  this  year 
in  securing  dental  treatment  for  all  pupils.  Noon  lunches 
make  for  health  and  bodily  vigor.  Play  in  the  fresh  air 
brings  life  and  rosy  cheeks. 

Mrs.  Irene  Jones  is  the  school  nurse,  in  care  of  the 
physical  welfare  of  the  pupils. 

In  addition  to  all  her  other  usual  extra-curricula  ac- 
tivities, Mrs.  Willey  has  added  another  of  great  value. 
One  night  each  week,  after  school  hours,  she  has  super- 
vised a  class  in  Bible  study  and  music.  The  Rev.  Van 
Dyke  comes  to  help  the  boys  and  girls  with  hymn-sing- 
ing and  study  of  the  life  of  Jesus.  This  service  is  appre- 
ciated at  a  time  when  the  only  salvation  for  the  war-torn 
world  lies  in  following  the  principals  of  Jesus  as  shown 
in  the  Bible. 
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School  property  has  been  improved  by  hanging  a 
new  outside  door  and  building  a  new  door-sill  and  a  solid 
cement  doorstep.
